Hoping to prevent a recurrence of 
the disastrous price break that resulted 
last year when peak shipments of 
California fresh Bartlett pears reached 
the market, a growers’ committee 1s 
making plans to handle this year’s 
crop under conditions which have 
proved so successful for  top-sellers 
among the state’s famous products. 

Plans for a nation-wide merchan- 
dising and advertising campaign which 
is now ready to start are only await- 
ing signatures of approval from those 
growers who have not yet been ap- 
proached, according to James A. Irv- 
ing, chairman of the Bartlett Pear Ad- 
visory Board which will administer the 
proposed program. 

California food products which are 
successfully marketed under plans 
similar to the one set up for Bartlett 
pears include, among others: walnuts, 
melons, lettuce, apples, avocados, 
grapefruit, lemons and oranges. 


Field contact men of the board and 
various shippers have, during the past 
weeks, signed up hundreds of growers 
in the following counties: Alameda, 
Contra Costa, El Dorado, Kern, Lake, 
Los Angeles, Mendocino, Napa, Placer, 

acramento, San Francisco, Sonoma, 
Solano, Yolo and Yuba.

bp men Growers are agreeing to 
pYtribute three cents a box to pay the 
Expense of newspaper advertising, ra- 
dio, store merchandising and _ other 
types of sales promotion on a nation- 
wide basis. 

“Three cents a box is a very reason- 
able advertising cost compared to as- 
sessments being paid by other mark- 
eting programs,” Mr. Irving points out.

Fruit Crops To 
Be Larger 


Survey Points To 
Increased Pack Of 
Peaches And Pears 


SACRAMENTO — California fruit 
and nut crops of 1937 are later than 
usual but, as a group, show good pros- 
pects for production, according to the 
Federal-State Crop Reporting Service. 
Severe spring frosts have been escaped 
by the fruit and nut crops in all areas 
of the state. 

The June 1 forecast for all Califor- 
nia Clingstone peaches is 344,000 tons, 
as compared with 337,000 tons in 1936, 
The probable production includes both 
Canning and all other varieties and is 
based on conditions obtaining June 1, 
1937, 

Freestone peach production is fore- 
Cast at 183,600 tons, which is only 
Slightly larger than the crop of 1936, 
which was 179,000 tons. 

The peach crop of the entire United 
States is forecast at 56,102,000 bush- 
els, as compared with total production 
last year of 47,650,000 bushels. 

Present indications point to a Cali- 
fornia pear crop about equal to that 
of last year. For 1937 the forecast is 
236,000 tons, as compared with a total 
Crop of 235,000 tons in 1936. Bartlett 
pears are reported to show a relatively 
better crop than other varieties. 

The June 1 forecast of the entire 
United States crop is estimated at 31,- 
484,000 bushels, as against 26,956,000 
bushels produced in 1936.
